In spite of repeated state- 
ments about the need to address 
the issue of chemical facilities’ 
security from Tom Ridge, the 
secretary of the Department of 
Homeland Security, from the 
Department of Justice, and the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion, the administration has not 
matched its rhetoric with reality. 
When the terrorism alert color- 
code changes from yellow to 
orange, the homeland security 
department has chemical facili- 
ties at the top of its list. Yet there 
have been no real steps taken by 
the government to face up tothe 
potential for a terrorist attack 
against any of the thousands of 
chemical facilities in our nation 
and state. 

In New Jersey alone, there 
are seven facilities where a sin- 
gle attack could affect more than

Prisons Fill with dropouts 


Washington, DC: As stu- 
dents prepare to return to 
school this year, a new report 
has found that the shift in new 
funding from education to pris- 
ons is having a devastating 
impact on.

“Education and incarceration,” 

the Justice Policy Institute 
shows that by 1999, 1 in 10 
white male dropouts, and an 
astonishing 52 % of black male 
high school dropouts had prison.

Coming on the heels of a new 
Justice Department survey that 
showed that 6.6% of all 
Americans, 11% of men, and 
32% of African American men 
are likely to end up in prison if 
current incarceration rates 
hold, the JPI brief shows that 
African American men in their 
early 30s are nearly twice as 
likely. to have prison records 
(22 %) than Bachelors degrees 
(12 %). “These findings clearly

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ANDREW YOUNG 
MAY RUN FOR 
SENATE 


ATLANTA, Sep 01, 2003 
(United Press International via 
COMTEX) — Andrew Young 
may enter the Georgia Senate 
race in an effort to keep the 
seat in Democratic hands of 
retiring Zell Miller, D-Ga. 

The 71-year-old former U.N. 
ambassador and Atlanta mayor 
has “all but decided to make 
the race” and may move soon 
to announce his plans, a 
Democratic campaign source 
told the Washington Post. 

The race is considered an 
uphill battle after the GOP won 
Georgia's other Senate seat 
last year. 

The only announced 
Democratic candidate is state 
Sen. Mary Squires who has a 
smaller statewide profile than 
Young, who was a top lieu- 
tenant of the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and served in 
the House of Representative in 
the 1970s. 

Young, currently chairman 
of a consulting firm that helps 
start-up businesses in Africa 
and the Caribbean, lost a race 
for governor of Georgia in 
1980 to Miller. 


JUDGE RULES 
AGAINST FLORIDA 
CIVIL RIGHT ERA 
KILLING 


(Special to the NNPA)-The 
family of Johnnie Mae 
Chappell, Florida’s only martyr 
of the Civil Rights Era, will go 
without justice after a Judge 
ruled the statute of limitations 
expired in the 1964 case. 

Chappell was shot from a 
passing car as she searched 
for her purse on March 23, 
1964, the same day race riots 
gripped Jacksonville. 

The 11th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Atlanta will not 
restore a civil rights lawsuit 
filed by Chappell’s children, 
ruling there was no evidence 
that an alleged 1964 cover-up 
by White police officials pre- 
vented the family from suing 
before the deadline. 

Four White men were 
charged in the murder, but only 
one was convicted, J.W. Rich, 
on a lesser charge of 
manslaughter. Rich told police 
he and his friends were driving 
around and decided to shoot a 
Black person, though he later 
denied it. 

Charges were dropped 
against the other three men, 
even though police had a 
signed confession.A 
Jacksonville detective, C. Lee 
Cody, told reporters the gun 
that discharged the fatal bullet 
disappeared from the police 
property room. He claims he 
was fired when he pressed his 
superiors about missing 
reports and evidence.

Women own bulk of Swaziland’s small businesses | Dropouts in prison 


MBABANE, Swaziland = (IRIN)— 
Swaziland’s women own nearly three-quar- 
ters of their country’s small businesses, 
according to a new government study. The 
figure flies in the face of conventional wis- 
dom that Swazi women, because of the 
legal status as minors, are economically dis- 
enfranchised. 

“We are capable business people, but we 
have been kept from advancing in big corpo- 
rations. Small businesses allow women to 
apply their business skills and prosper, and 
these types of businesses also offer time flex- 
ibility,” says Janice Simelane of the women’s 
empowerment group, Umtapo WaBomake. 

Popular small businesses include sto: 
poultry farms, beauty salons, dressmaking 
shops or agricultural businesses. 

But “many Swazi women are finding

their own financing, and they are opening 
newer types of businesses. We find women 
heading real estate agencies, private schools, 
public relations outfits and even their own 
law firms,” says Simelane. 

The study by the Ministry of Enterprise 
and Employment found that 71 percent of 
small businesses listed with local and nation- 
al tax authorities were registered under 
women’s names. This high figure is in spite 
of the fact that Swazi women cannot own 
property in their own names, enter into con- 
tracts, or secure bank loans without the spon- 
sorship of a male relative. 

The government seems committed to 
women’s empowerment, as evidenced by a 
draft constitution that would remove legal 
barriers now hindering women from property 
ownership.

prison inmates had not received a high 
school diploma and, between 1991 and 
1997, the percentage of prisoners who 
reported taking educational programs 
while incarcerated declined from 57% to 
52%, as the prison population grew. 

“Despite the obvious connection 
between educational attainment and recidi- 
vism, we are failing to provide meaningful 
educational programs to the growing prison 
population,” states Jason Ziedenberg, JPI’s 
Director of Policy and Research and a 
report co-author. “If we want to create a 
more effective response to crime, we should 
divert people from prison into treatment, 
and provide educational opportunities to 
those currently incarcerated.”

America’s Children 


While the Presidents seeks $87 bil- 
lion to rebuild Iraq, schools throughout 
American are cutting budgets.. Many 
states are experiencing record budget 
deficits.

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Investing in New Jersey’s Public Education 


In light of some recent encouraging 
economic news, many individual 
investors are starting to feel more opti- 
mistic about their portfolios. Regardless 
of the economic outlook, millions of us 
continue to seek that perfect “no- 
risk/high-return” investment. And as we 
seek that magic investment bullet, we 
should turn your attention to New 
Jersey’s system of public education. 
Since we all know that today’s students 
are tomorrow’s leaders, it becomes evi- 
dent that our greatest risk will come from 
failing to make an investment in our pub- 
lic schools. 

We would like to propose that, as 
New Jerseyans, we all commit to making 
a surefire high-return investment-in the 
form of increased community involve- 
ment in our schools. This investment of 
human capital will help strengthen New 
Jersey’s portfolio in the future of public 
education. 

The demand for this investment is 
high. According to a survey completed 
by Public Agenda entitled “Just Waiting 
to be Asked?” 52 percent of individuals 
who rated their schools as excellent or 


good would like to see more community 
involvement in schools. Of those indi- 
viduals who rated their schools as fair or 
poor, 74 percent indicated a desire for 
more community involvement. 

This investment is a win-win. While 
the state’s children would certainly bene- 
fit from increased community involve- 
ment, recent statewide research from 
New Jersey United for Higher School 
Standards, entitled “Building Strong 
Bridges-A Report on Public Engagement 
in Education” suggests that students 
would not be the only beneficiaries. 
According to the research, parents who 
are involved in their children’s schools 
are more than twice as likely to feel that 
the schools are doing a good job than 
uninvolved parents. They are also more 
likely to be satisfied with their child’s 
achievement, feel that their child is moti- 
vated to learn, and think their child is 
doing well in school. 

With the notable benefits to parents, 
schools, and students, and demonstrated 
public interest in involvement, why is 
engagement in education not more wide- 
spread? New Jersey United’s research 


offers some possible explanations. For 
example, more than a quarter (27%) of - 
all parents and nearly half (48%) of 
minority parents in New Jersey feel 
unwelcome in their children’s. schools. 
Not having time and not feeling as if they 
are qualified are the most common rea- 
sons mentioned by residents who were 
not willing to help improve schools. 

As individuals, we may not be able to 
assist schools financially, but we can 
help them with our time, expertise, dedi- ` 
cation, and support. This assistance, 
however, cannot come only from a core 
group of committed parents and a hand- 
ful of progressive schools. We must 
strive for a true collaboration-one that 
can positively impact all of the children 
in New Jersey. Our students deserve 
nothing less. Quite simply, an invest- 
ment in public education today is sure to 
pay untold dividends tomorrow.

Schwarzenegger’s Skeletons: True Lies

As soon as Conan the Republican 
declared himself a goobernatorial candi- 
date in California’s goofball Total 
Recall, rumors of his very checkered past 
immediately: started to swirl: But the 
media appeared interested in investigat- 
ing only the irrelevant question of 
whether or not his Dad had been a Nazi 
some 60 years ago. So, for what it’s 
worth, we now know that, according to 
documents unearthed by the Simon 
Wiesenthal Center, Gustav 
Schwarzenegger voluntarily enlisted as 
one of Hitler’s storm troopers on May 
Ist, 1939. 

As embarrassing as that factoid 
might be for Arnold, it would be unfair 
for anyone to try to implicate him in sins 
of his late father committed before he 
was even born. Obviously, uncovering 
any of the would be Governator’s own 
misdeeds might be far more harmful to 
his front-running campaign based on his 
trademark movie catchphrases. Thus, I 
suspect that the resurrection of the Nazi 
non-issue was a ploy to divert attention 
from the real skeletons rattling around in 
his closet. 


For over the years, Arnold has 
apparently been rather openly hostile to 
blacks, women and Jews, among others. 
According to Rick Wayne, an African- 
American bodybuilder and once close 
associate, Schwarzenegger is an “out and 
out racist” who told him that he support- 
ed white South Africa’s apartheid system 
because, “If you gave these blacks a 
country to run, they would run it down 
the tubes.” 

Just by chance, I happen to hear 
Robbie Robinson, another black 
weightlifter, recount in a radio interview 
how Arnold repeatedly called him the N- 
word at a competition. Furthermore, 
Robinson said that all these years he has 
never been paid the $10,000 he was 
promised for appearing in Pumping Iron 
(1977), the flick that launched the screen 
icon’s enviable movie career. And 
Arnold is reported to have humiliated 
Joe Weider, who also appeared in the 
movie, with some anti-Semitic remarks 
and a Hitler imitation which left the 
Jewish bodybuilder in tears. 

Schwarzenegger openly admitted 
that his treatment of women wasn’t much

better in a 1977 interview with Oui 
Magazine where he said, “Girls became 
sex objects...Having chicks around is the 
kind of thong that breaks up the intense 
training...Sex was simply another exer- 
cise, another body function.” 

In the profile, he goes on to describe 
his experimenting with marijuana and 
participating in group sex. 

Understandably, as a married father 
of four, Arnold might not want to own up 
to any of the above which might all be 
explained away as youthful indiscre- 
tions. However, what I find much more 
interesting is the mainstream media’s 
collaboration in keeping it all under the 
radar, thereby preventing any ideological 
blowback which might expose 
Schwarzenegger as little more than a 
barely intelligible, chiseled monument to 
intolerance. At least nobody’s accusing 
outgoing governor Gray Davis of using 
women, cheating friends, doing drugs, 
hurling racial epithets or pumping iron.

fences and the closed circuit monitors. We 
need to encourage industry to move 
towards inherently safer technologies in 
manufacturing and production. An inher- 
ently safer plant is far less likely to be a 
potential terrorist target. 

I first introduced the Chemical 
Facilities Security Act in October 2001 to 
marshal the government’s security and 
environmental experts to assess the vulner- 
ability of chemical facilities, and create a 
high-priority list of facilities where an 
attack would impact the most people. 

Standards need to be uniform, and

It’s also not good enough that there has 
been limited effort to invest in safer tech- 
nology, which is why my legislation would 
make available $50 million in incentives to 
help make those investments. 

In addition to setting chemical plant 
security standards, we have to be sure that 
our first responders — our local and county 
and state law enforcement officials — are 
‘well: prepared to respond to’ attacks. We ~~ 


have to be sure that our U.S. Coast Guard 
has the equipment and manpower to pro- 
tect our shores. We have to partner with 
industry when they ask for our assistance 
because they acknowledge a public 
responsibility in toughening security. 

We cannot afford to wait for another 
attack, or another tragedy, to act. We have 
sensitive infrastructure which must be pro- 
tected now. We don’t want to ask after the 
fact why did this happen, when we have 
the ability right now to answer how can we 
make sure it doesn’t happen. 

We live in the most powerful nation on 
earth, but we are not granted guarantees.

More than 45 percent of African 
American women have high or 
borderline-high cholesterol lev- 
els, and compared to Caucasian 
women, the risk for developing 
diabetes is nearly twice as high. 
“We know that high blood 
pressure affects a great percent- 
age of the population, but new 
data suggests it’s even more 
prevalent than once thought, 
particularly in African American 
women,” said Paulo Costa, chief 
executive officer of Novartis 
Pharmaceuticals Corporation.
